Even Largest Buyers Are 
Forced to Double 
Old Price, 


‘ This is the fret of a new serics 
of articles by Mr. Hyde. 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 
The most sensational and important 
happening of recent months in the 
United States is the enormous in- 
crease in the price asked for coal at the 
pit mouth by coal mine owners of the 
country. 

It is a matter which vitally affects 
every citizen. It may result in radical, 
| atmost revolutionary, action on the 
part of the national government. Un- 
less the movement is checked it will 
send the cost of living to unheard of 
heights. 


- CORPORATIONS HARD HIT. 

Great corporations which contract 
for a‘million tons of coal at a time 
have been held up for an advance of 
100 ‘per cent over last year’s prices. 
Railroad’ systems, which burn millions 
of tons annually, are being charged ad-/} 
vances running to 100 per cent for 
‘delivered into their own cars at 
mouth of the mines. — 
Some of the contracts already made 
show a price more than doubled over 
last year. None of those at hand have 
been made at advances of less than 50 
per cent. 


SOME RECENT CONTRACTS. 
Here are a few samples of the con- 
tracts that have so far been made: 

The New York Central Railroad com- 
pany this week bought 600,000 tons of 
southern Illinois coal, paying $2 a ton at 
the mine for steam lump coal. Last 
year it paid for the same coal $1.35. 
The Southern railroad this week bought 
900,000 tons of Big Sear: coal at $1.65 a 
ton. The’ price asked last year was 
$1.12%. The mine operators at first 
asked $2 a ton, but their old contract 
with the Southern did not expire until 
July 1, 1917. Out of consideration for 
the Southern canceling the old contract 
and making the new contract effective 
March 1, the mine pice ray - their 
price to $1.65. 

1,000,000 TON PURCHASES. 

This week the coal docks on the upper 
lakes bought 400,000 tons of Pocahontas 
lump and egg coal at $3.75 a ton. Last 
year they paid $1.60 for the same grade. 
The docks also purchased 600,000 tons 
of Pocahontas mine run coal at $3 a 
ton, against a price last year of $1.35. 

This week the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad bought 1,000,000 tons of Ala- 
bama coal at $2aton. Last year it paid 
$1.23%. 

Such cases could be multiplied indefi- 
nitely. If corporations which buy mil- 
lions of tons at the mine mouth are 
charged such; prices, what is the pros- 
pect before the smaller consumer? What 
will be the effect on the cost of living? 


A BASIC FACTOR. 

Coal is the first necessity in almost 
every activity of modern life. It means 
transportation, power, light, heat. All 
commerce is based on it. Its cost is 
the foundation factor in the price of 
everything manufactured and almost 
everything consumed. 

An increase in the price of coal means 
increased railroad rates. It means high- 
er prices for food products and live 
stock. It may mean a boost In rents, a 
jump in the price of gas and electric 
light and power. It adds to the cost of 
producing everything we eat or wear. 
It will cost more to keep warm, to cook 
our food, to maintain a factory, a sky- 
scraper, a flat, or a cottage. 

In lifting the price of coal from 50 to. 
100 per cent the mine owners eodings, 
plead a short crop. Experts estimate 
there is enough coal under the ground in 
the United States to supply all possible 
demands for 2,500 years. 

IDLE PART OF TIME. 

They cannot plead that the enormous- 
ly increased demand has exceeded the 
present possible supply. The present 
capacity of the bituminous coal mines 
of the United States alone is 664,000,000 
tons. Last year the production was 
509,000,000 tons. There is a balance of 
165,000,000 tone which cam be produced 
if the mines work continuously. Last 
year they were idle on the average sev- 
enty working days. 

The coal mine owners cannot plead the 
Increased cost of labor. In most of the 
coal districts the miners are working 
under a wage agreement which does

NATIONALISTS QUIT HOUSE.

This situation was made more se- 
rious to the premier by the announce- 
ment by Mr. Wardle, leader of the 
Labor party, who declared. his party 
would support the Irish party on any 
division. 

For more than an hour before the 
Nationalists left the house the pre- 
mier had faced a whirlwind of angry 
censure from the Nationalist quarter. 
He was called a “turncoat” on the 
home rule question, and one Nation- 
alist exclaimed, “Hangman Carson! 
He is only fit to be a hangman, not 
first lord of the admiralty.” Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, at whom this charge was 
aimed, sat silent and smiling, but the 
premier himself was anything but 
smiling. He turned as white as a 
ghost and seemed to pay little atten- 
tion to whatever Andrew Bonar Law 
was saying into his ear. 

ENDS FRIENDLY SPIRIT. 

The Nationalist resolution was intre- 
duced by T. P. O'Connor, who asserted 
that the manner in which the govern- 
ment had handled the Irish rebellion 
had transformed a friendly people inte 
one Gilled with bitter hatred against 
England. : 

He pleaded that home rule:should be 
put into operation immediately for the 
sake Of Ireland and in the interests of 
England, the empire and the allies.

Alderman Repeats His 
Pacifist Views; Rival

Ald. John C. Kennedy, Socialist, and 
his opponents staged rival meetings last 
night in the Twenty-seventh ward.

“We have reached an agreement that 
provides material advantages for the 
pudlic ahd protetts them from being 
victimised, yet the cry is raiséd that the 
people are being bunked,”’ said Ald. E. 
M. Cross. “I can see nothing in it but 
obstructionist tactics. 
“The truth is that we propose a per- 
missive ordiaance which is effective 
ohly one year. After that time if it ap- 
pears the rates are too high the council 
is given full power to reduce them.” 


Follow Experts’ Advice. 

“We have acted on the recommenda- 
tion of our experts,” said Ali. James 
Lawiey. “They were chosen by the 
very men who voted against the propo- 
#ition in the committee. What is the 
reason?” 

During the day John P. Garner, com- 
missioner of public service, issued wha‘ 
purported to be an expose of a “ joker” 
in the agreement.
